FSI T ss ſufficiently knowne to us all, that of late 
eres the Lord hath dinerſly exerciſed vs, 
Fun der his jo chaſticing hand, For ha- 
5 ing touched us before in our cattle & corn; 
aan, that more is, in certaine daungerous, 
E Feraunge, and unnaturall practices againſt 
===) our Soueraign, tending to the ouerthrowe of 
hath threatned us with hoſtilitie and forrein 
inuaſion, and with the Worſt, that a proud, an idolatrous, and an 
#nſolent people is able to do. Wherein although hee hath not forgot- 
ten vs . in the middeſt of thoſe threatnings,hath hitherto 
vſed great mercie towardes vs pet do we aur ſelues plainly perceine, 
that as yet he hath not left off callin * vs, but ſtill doth put vs 
in mind of our wayes, 4s wberwi iſo, ſo efpecially by ho#tilitie 
now, and by the continuance of our enimies malice apainſt vs. Ju 
which caſe ſo long as We ſtand it it needefull we take good heede to 
theſe two thinges : that the cauſe be right wherein wee ſtand; and 
that we our kes do take it in hand in ſuch ſort as ye ought to doc, 
The equitie of the cauſe both is nom, and euer hath beeme ſo plaine 
in it ſelfe (ſeeing that it is for the G hoſpels ſake, that ſo they bende 
them ſelues agamſt vs that mben of late I entred into a deeper con- 
ſideration Abel callings of God , and thought it needefull _ 
foorth ſomewhat concerning the ſame : yet notwithſtanding} 
A 2 thought 
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thought it needeleſſe to beſtow any labor in beating out that which 


Was plaine ynongh in it ſelfe, and rat her choſe to imploy my pen in 


= other, to ſhew in what ſort this go ad cauſe of ours ſhould be ta- 
ea 


en in hand of vs. Whereupon I did then ſet foorth an admonition 
out of the Prophet Joel, the better to gather us neerer to God, by oc- 
caſion of the ſcarcutie wherewith at that time wee were ſomething 
touched: a text that then did, not onely in reſpect of that ſcarcuie, 
but otherwiſe alſo, and yet doth fitly agree to theſe preſent dayes, 
and out of which we might take to our ſelues , bath then and no, 
mſtruttion and comfort in plentifull meaſure. 
Since which time I haue often marked that What þy our enimies 
themſelues,& by their fauourites that are among vs, and What by 
the weakneſſe of diners of vs likewiſe,there is ſuch a deſperate fear 
conceiued of many, that they are utterly void of any good hope, that 
theſe our troubles may be ouerbloVyne,or at any time ſorted to proſ- 
perous end. For the enimie (we ſee and often haue founde ) whenſa- 
euer by his owne ſtrength or our looſeneſſe he doth hope to preuail, 
is then paſſing full of preſumptuous boaſting and reſolute threates. 
Their fauourues alſo doe as redily then get holde thereof and helpe 
them forward the beſt that they can : ener blowing ſuch terrors a- 
broad, and, for the moſt part, encreaſing them alſo, & euer caſting, 
come great perils themſelues, And when th 
are foiled, and haue gotten the Worſe, and finde that God in thoſe 
their attempts is flatly againſt them: yet doe they not thereupon 
leaue of and turne unto him : but euer continue their former ma- 
lice,and buſihe repayre their forces againe. Among vs likewiſe as 
there be ſome, that by ſuch occaſions drawe neerer to God, and ac- 
knowledging that our ſinnes deſerue, that We'ſhould be cleane cut 
off ,doe nenertheleſſe,in the goodneſſe of the cauſe, and the mercies 
of God, conctiue good hope: ſo are there others, that refuſing the 
comfort that thoſe groundworkes do yeelde,do ſo much relie on the 
iuſt deſert of our ſinnes, and the ſcueritie of God againſt it or being 
of a timerons nature, are ſtroken with ſuch feare by the enimies 
threats and continuall malice, and by the great perils that their 
confederates do caſt at home, that they haue left them no hope at 


- all,but verily thinks that in the end all wil be naught, 


Huauing therefore already done my endenour by my former ad- 


monition out of Joel to ſtir vs vp to aſenſible feeling of thoſe graci- 
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dus callings of God, & vnfeignedly to turns unto him: I haue no\ye 
thong ht good, out of ſome one text or other for to declare What com- 
fort the faithfull may inftly conceine,ont of the nature of the cauſe 
that we haue in hand, being as it it, for the goſpels ſake that we are 
fo much maligned. For which matter I haue made choice of that 
part of the hiſtorie of David that ſhewerh hom he, being annointed 
of God to the lingdom, neuertheles could not come vnto it, hut t ho- 
rough many perils, & with much buſines before, But although hee 
were kept out for a ſeaſon, and had many lets (for a longtime toge- 
ther) caſt in the way: yet in the end he came to the cron, and had 
it confirmed unto Bae and his line for euer. n Which ſtorie we 
may ſee, as it were in a table, both what croſſes we muſt looks for to 
becaſt in the way of the goſpel now: & how OY it ſhall 
preuail in the end again#t them all, And as it was the go ſe and 
looſe gouernment of Saul that gaue that occaſion of rn, that 
ſame, and of the bringing in of the godlier 2 of David enen 
ſo,in the late days of ignorance, the gouernmet of moſt of our princes 
hath bine ſuch, ſo far ſhort of that which it ſhould, as that it ung he 
to be leſſe maruel to any, if now it the be pleaſure of God to aduance 
the goſpel (t he ſcepter of the ſonne of David) to reforme \vhatſoener 
before was decayed.Which ſtorie lieth in the latter part of the firſt 
booke of Samuel, & in the beginning of the ſecond:for Which cauſe 
alſo( ſeeing that it lieth altogether Wit hin this compaſſe ) ries ore 
haue 1 but ſeldome ſet down in my quotations the name of the Book, 
but the chapters, & verſes only. And ſeing that it goeth of this mat 
ter only( wheras there are many other ſtories & places of ſcripture 
beſides,that would yeeld the ſelf ſame cofort)therfore haue f thoght 
The Coronatiõ of David, to he the meeteſt name for the treaty. 
Now, ſuc h as it is, if it pleaſe hour honour to accept in good part, 
Ithoughi it my duetie, for to offer the ſame vnta you, For beemg of 
this mind. that as I wiſh the benefit therof unto al, ſo not wit hjſt an- 
ding f ſpeciall, wiſh it to the people here, ſuch as belong to your Ho. 
' Liuetenancie( to Who I alſs in diners good reſpects, am moſt boun- 
Aen) in al theſe parts I was not able to find any one, that was more 
exerciſed in theſe affairs:or to whom my ſelf ( in al bumble duety ) 
wat more beholding, or under whoſe . Icould rat her wiſh 
the ſame to come foorth. Which although I had finiſhed and ſent 
vp to the. print before, to haus come foorth the laſt terme,before the 
. = attempt 
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attempt of this late forrein inuaſion : yet, by reaſon that (vpon ſome 
keen hers a ſmall occaſion was taken by ſuch as ſhould print 
it, to require my further aduice in one ¶ peciall point, the long vaca- 
tion that hath come betwixt, hath eaſily brought to paſſe, that it 
could not come foorth till now. In which mean time, the daunger of 
the forrein inuaſion( God be thanked ) is grovvn to be litle,andthe 
feare thereof with vs much leſſe. But yet notwithſtanding, neither 
is that daunger clene remoned,neither may we looke for any other, 
but that Fill they will bee doing with vs, if they may get vs at the 
aduantage : and,beſides that we may in this one attempt of theirs 
(bein Fj much.broken as alreadie,and but hitherto it is )ſee ſome 
part of that trueth,that out of the Scripture is in this T reatiſe de- 
kutred unto vs. Which things beeing conſidered, although nome it 
come foorth ſomewhat with the lateſt in ſome reſpect: yet in others 
J doe not doubt, but that it may, and will bee thought, nowe alſo to 
come foorth fitly ynough. 
7 graunt,it were to be wiſhed rather, that neither noW,nor at a- 
time elſe, there neede to be any vſe of this, or of any ſuch like, but 
the cauſes remaining, the effect alſo muſt needes continue. Our eni- 
mies Will bee enimies ſtill : the ſcede of the ſerpent will euer lye in 
Waite, for to annoy the ſeede of the woman. I hough noW they bee 
Foiled, and often haue beene (yea, and though they had bene cleane 
auert hrovwne ) : yet notwithſtanding they will not giue auer, but 
caſt about it againe for ſome other aduantage, and redily take it, 
Whenſoexer it falleth into their handes, ſo long as they are not yet 
ſubdued unto the obedience of the Goſpell, but remaine enimies ſtil, 
there is nothing els to be looked for of them,but that on al occaſions 
"they will be readie to exerciſe, whatſoeuer enmitie they are able a- 
gainſt vs. We alſoon the other ſide, haue many thinges among vs 
that be amended,which we are not diſpoſed to amend,nor ſo 
much, as to beare of them neither. Hauing found the ſpoile of ma- 
ny of our Churches in our late Monaſteries and (haunteries ( as 
apparant dens of theenes, as ener were any) wee are not therewith 
contented. T hoſe that are left we ſuffer their Patrons (if they bee 
greedie,and wilie wit hall ro abuſe at their pleaſure.Whereby God 
i robed of his glory and the people of their ſaluation. We ſuffer alſo 
mercileſſe men, daily more and more to eate vp the pore: to er 
ple fermingi, and townes and to taks in all to them ſelues. If t 2 
1h ore 
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fore there were no move but theſe thinges onely ( which in deeds 
[takg to bee the greateſt) 2. were they ſufficient, without any o- 
ther, ſo ſtrongly to cry to the Lorde for vengeance,as that it 
be no maruell unto ts, if the Lord do Mill raiſe up enimies agai 
vt. Fneedes wee will ſpoyls the Lordes houſes heere, and his people 
wit hall, bot h of bis word and of their owne linings and will not re- 
ſtore nor grow to amendment : the more that we doe ſuch thinges 
our ſelues,the leſſe may we maruel if the Lord ſend in enimies to do 
the like, and to be anenged en the Lords behalfe,of that which we 
mean not to amend. 

Bemg therfore ſo hkelie a matter as it is, that ſome heauie iudge- 
ments of God are growing againſt the vngodlie that are vs, 
(and fo conſequently much buſineſſe to al, one with another indiffe- 
= uud being ſo certaine, that the Lord is euer wont to exerciſe 
thoſe that are his, it cannot bee but to 2 purpoſe,that this 
kind of argument ſhould be debated:that ſo the godly may ſee what 
ſecnretie us layd vp for them, and others likeWiſe may know of that 
refuge. whenſoeucr they are diſpoſed to uſe it and turn to the Lord. 
And fo now hauing ſayd,what f thought moſt needeful,to expreſſe 
the cauſe & generall end of the T reatiſe enſuing, f am not to trou- 
ble your Honour any further at this preſent: moſte humblie beſee- 
ching the Lord of bis goodneſſe, that as noWwe alreadie theſe many 
yeres he hath beſtowed great bleſſings on theſe parts by your godly, 
milde, and prudent gouernment, ſoit may pleaſe him long to con-

and growing rageous, and both together furiouſly beating with 
al their might on that ſeely veſſel ; euen ſo now alſo, cuerſpnce 
it pleaſed the Lozd to vouchſafe vs the Ghoſpel agapn in ſo 
plentiful maner , al the powers and ſkates ofthe woꝛld haue re⸗ 
dily bent themſelues agaynſt it, thoſe that are eſpetially led by 
the ſpirit of erroꝛ, and haue a mouth giuen them to ſpeake pzoud 
things, ſtirring vp both Pꝛinces and their people agaynſt the 
truth; thoſe Pyunces likewiſe , and their people with them, wil: 
lingly taking that quarel in hand, and both together, with might 
and mayn ruſhing vpon the klife, and earneftlylabouring 
(al that they map) cleane to ſuppzeſſe and extinguiſh the ſame, 
Thich whoſocuer doth with aduiſement conſider , he inreaſon 
migbt eaſily be in daunger to think, both that there were ſome

be came to the Crown , by Conſtantine the great and Con- 
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maligned; and chat, ere long, needs mult it be deffroyed alſo, 
Powbeit the truth is, that neyther is there in it any canſe at al, 
why they ſhould ſorage agaynſt it: neyther ſhall any, no? al co» 
gether, in ſuch ſozt pꝛeuayle agaynſt it, when they haue done al 
that they can. Neuercheleſſe it cannot be denied, but chat there 
are of the weaker ſoꝛt, that can hardly conte aue ſo good aſſay» 
rance ofthe inuinciblenes ofthe cauſe it ſelf : and others agayn 
ſo much peſuming of the gadnes of che cauſe, that they regard 
not much, what careleſnes oz iniquity of theirs they mingle 
withal ; and hope notwichſtanving that al ſhalbe wel, laping al 
on the goodnes ofthe cauſe . Foz which cauſe J think it a wozk 
not vnwoꝛthy the labour, and very meete fo2 the pꝛeſent tyme, 
that ſuch as are the Loꝛds watchmen commend vnto the peo⸗ 
ple of God ſuch places of Scripture as beſt may ſerue, both co 
deſcribe and to lap foꝛth theſe matters unto them, and withal co 
teach them , what ſhalbe the pſſue therofin the end, and how to 
behaue themſelues therein. And ſo may we read in auncient 
tyme, as oł many others, ſo namely of Cyril che Biſhop of le- 
ruſalem, that when the like occaſion was offered vnto him, he 
alſo tooke the ſelf ſame courſe, Che like occaſion that was offe- 
red vntohim , was a great fear that many of the people of God 
in thoſe parts conceaued, that Chaiſtianreligion hauing alredy 
bene receaued and planted there by publike anthozitie,Chould al⸗ 
ter giue place to Judaiſme agapn. Foz Iulian the Emperour, 
bimſelfp2ofeſſing the faith at the firft , and finding the ſame al⸗ 
redy eftablifyed by publike authozitte ( fourty yeres befoze that 


ſtantius his ſonne ) and hauing a ſecret intent with him to ſec 
vp heathniſh idolatrie agayn,among other pꝛactiſes that he vſed 
to croſſe the faith of Chzilt, and choſe that did pꝛoleſſe it, ſo much 
as he could, gane libertie , comfo2t, and apd vnto the Iewes to 
build vp the Temple at leruſalem agayn, and there to ſacrifice, 
and obſerue the law as befoze they were wont. Mhereupon 
great multitudes of the ewes aſſenibled themſelues together 
out of al quarters; ſet in hand with their bufines in great conti⸗ 
dence; p2eparedthings needful fo2 the building in great pentie, 
had(in a hʒauerie) many of their wozking inſtruments ol ſiluer, 

euen 
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tuen to their baſkets, ſpades, and mattokes;befoze hand thaeat- 
nedthe Chꝛiſtians there, how nere they would ſit vnto them 
ere long: and in al things had held ſuch a courſe therein foꝛ the 
time, as that it ſeemed vnto many, that the faith of Chuiſt (hould 
be aboliſhed there, and Judaiſm ſet vp agayn. But Cyril the Bi- 
ſhop,perceauing what offence this might bzeed vntomany, and 
that diuers were not a licle diſmayed thereat(and therfoze much 
weakened in the faith thereby)calling to mind what things Da- 
nicl and Chiilt himſelf befoze havſpokenofthe vtter ouerthzow 
of that Temple and citie, did reſolutely ſet down vnto the faith: 
ful, euen when the matter was at the higheſt, and their new buil- 
ding in greateſt likelihood to go foꝛ ward, that pet notwithſtan- 
ding it ſhould not pꝛoſper, but go back agayn, and come to no 
pofe in the end. And ſo it came to paſſe immediatly after , Foz 
che lime and the ſand they had gotten together in great heapes, 
was with mightie winds ſa blown away, that they knew not 
where to finde it: the old foundation , when they had taken the 
rubble from it, and now were redp (the next day after) to haut 
begun their new building theron, was inthe night by a ſtraunge 
and mightie earthquake ſo clene turned vp and ſhaken in per⸗ 
tes, that there was not left one fone vpon an other, that was 
not ſhaken out of his place: & as fo the timber and ſtone which 
they had pꝛouided (and that in great quantitie) and their inſfru- 
ments 02 toles wherewithal they ſhould haue wought, (and 
many of the people themſelues) they were deſtroped by ſier, ſuch 
as the Loꝛd in extraozdinarſe maner caſt vpon them, As there: 
foze Cyril at that time was able, out ofthe Scriptures tu mini⸗ 
ſter ſound comfozt to the people of God, agaynſt that diſcomfoz- 
table caſe of theirs; and, as he was able,accowingly did it:ſo che 
godly in theſe dapes allo haue ( in great plenty) wherewithalto 
comfozt thoſe that are weake , and chat in their weaknes doubt 
very much whereunto the le 2oples map grow . Foz now alſo 
theſe Iewes of ours haue obteyned ỹ and apd of certeyn 
Iulians, that thep hope ere long to baniſh the Gholpel, and to let 
vp Poperte agayne: they baue alſo contriued, and tomplotted 
their matters ſo, that nothing they hope, ſhal fruſtrate their vayn 
preſumption therin. But he chat dwelleth in the ang 
u 
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them to ſcoꝛne:the Loꝛd will haue them in deriſion. Let 
the Loꝛds watchmen but loke about them, and they ſhalbe able 
to finde (and that in very plentifull meaſure) wherwithal ſound⸗ 
ly to comfozt , and fully to eſtabliſh the hearts ofthoſe , that in 
their weakeneſſe ſo readilie keare, that when tyꝛants begin to 
thzeaten, and make pꝛeparation to do ſome miſchtef, then is the 
Goſpell not like to eſcape it, and the power of darkneſſe (that of 
late ouerwhelmed the face of the carth)like to pꝛeuayle agaynſt 
vs agayne. To the which end, as J wiſh thoſe that cM rightly 
do it, diligently to beate out this popnt of doctrine to the people 
of God: ſo my ſelfalſo haue thought god to take in hand ſome 
ſuch argument at this pꝛeſent, and among ſo many places of 
Ocripture that pteld fo2 this matter moſt ſingular comfoꝛt, to 
deliuer ſome one to the inſtruction and comfoꝛt of thoſe , that in 
theſe dayes of ours do in ſuch ſoze need to be called vpon , Fo2 
which cauſe J haue made chopce of that part of the ſtoꝛie of Da- 
vid, wherein we haue ſet foꝛth vnto vs, how, being ozdepnedto | 
be King ouer Iſrael, he was kept backe, and notably exerciſed 
ko a time, and pet notwithſtanding fully poſſeſſed thereof in the 
end. Foz ſeeing that David was a figure of Chʒiſt, and ſuch as 
was the eſtate of Chꝛiſt here on the earth, ſuch alſo muſt be the 
fate ofthe Goſpell whenſoeuer the ſame is ſent vnto vs:there⸗ 
foze muſt it needes follow, that as in that part of Davids hiſto- 
rie, wee map lee a liuely deſcription of thoſe matters in Chziſt, 
both how he was kept backe fo2 the time, and how in the end 
he was aduauncedz ſo may we likewiſe therein behold the eſtate 
of the Goſpell in theſe our dayes, foꝛ both thoſe matters: that 
is, bow great reſiſtance foꝛ a time it findeth among vs; and how 
notwithſtanding it is moſt ſure to pzeuaple in the end. The text 
therefoze being ſo pꝛegnant, and ſo effecuall to ſich a purpoſe, 
that J likewiſe may the better finde out(in ſome god meaſure) 
what ſoeuer doth belong therunto, J humbly beſeech that ſonne 
of David ; our Lozd and Sauiout Jeſus Chyiſt , to vouchlafe 
me that mercie,that I map ſo do it, as may ſoundly tend, both 
to che aduancement of his eternall and only trueth, and to the 
— of all thoſe chat vnfeignevly loue and embzace the

among vs, with that which in this hiſtoꝛie of David we find to 
haue bin done befoze: and then to aduiſe qurſelues further, of 
the hope that we map conceiue, ol che full accompliſhment of it, 
foi the time to come, The gd aſſurance whereunto we are 
holpen by the accozd that we find in that which is alreadie done 
among vs, with chat which in this hiſtoꝛie of David we find to 
haue bin done befoze, wil beſt appeare, ik we ſhall firſt ſet downe 
the chieke and pzincipall parts of the hiſtoꝛie it ſelf ; and then lay 
vnto it, from point to point, ſuch things as wefind in theſe our 
dayes to agree thereunta. The chiefe and pꝛincipall points of 
the Stozie it lelke, are two: how it pleaſed God to hing him 
foꝛch to be in a readines fo2 that matter: and afterward, how 
be hzonghe him vnto ft, That it pleaſed God firſt to bꝛing him 
fooziß to be in a readines foꝛ that matter. may ſufficiently ap 
peare, ſitſt by the maner that he vſed to make the matter knowu 
to David himſete: and then, fo2 that he did (o effettualiy com 
mend him to others, Unto him ſelfe he made it knowne, foz that 
by the miniſterie of Samuel the Pꝛophet, he did annoint him 
thereunto. In which his Annointing we are firſt to conſider, The Kandis. 
how it ſtandeth with a certaine Pꝛopheticall direction that was ang of David 
giuen foꝛth long befoze:and then ok certaine other things which vnto the King 
to that pꝛeſent time apperteined, That Pzopheticall direction dome. 
that J now ſpeake of, was giuen fozthby Jaakkob himſell on his 
deathbed, among other blellings of his, to his childzen't name» 
lp, a that the chiefe gouernment ſhould be in the tribe of Judah; Gen. 4 U, 10. 
Mhereas therfoze Iſnai the father of David was ol the tribe oak i 
Judah which had the pꝛomis, it is ſo much the moze likely that 
ſome one might be taken thence, vntowhomethe KRingddme 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed: then of the kamily of Kiſh the father ok 
Saul, being ofthe tribe of Won 
5 1 
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mis was made, Inſomuch that whereas it had pleaſed God, 
now fo} a time to call Saul vnto the kingdom, it may ſeme that 
it was no-moze, but to make a teadier way vuto the other that 
was to ſtand: and therewithal to ſet downe a patterne vnto all 
Dinces that were to follow. A readier wap might be made 
thereby vnto the other that was to ſtand, both fo2 that thereby 
they ſhould now be inured to ſome obedience 3 and foꝛ that they 
were wont to obey, not only a meane man by parentage, and of 
the leaſt tribe among them all: but alſo in ſuch hard caſes ſom- 
times, as wilful regiment is wont to peeld, A patterne mo 
may therein be left to all Pꝛinces whatſoeuer, to take good herd 
gouerument, when as they may ſee, with 
what ſeueritie the Lozd did puniſh thoſe two faults in the firſt 
King ok Iſrael, in whom there were many gud things otherwiſe 
found: that ſo they may the better vnderſtand, that although 
God doch put vp many greater matters at their hands ſince fo 
a time; vet may they befoze hand ſee, how they are like to be 
dealt withall, when the day of vengeance — 1 4 — 
they pzoutve/ fo2 it befoze, Thoſe other things to that 
pꝛeſent time are two, his outward annointing and 
the inward grace that was giuen withall. In his out ward an⸗ 
we are to conſider, that it was but b pztuatly done, in 
the houſe of Iſhai (02 at the moſt, but only in that one towne, 
which was but little in reſpect of the whole ) and pet not- 
withſtanding 


to their maner/of 


a ſufficient teſtimonie vnto himſelfe, and co thoſe 
that knewe it: and that both his father left out him, in that ac- 
count, and Samuel the Pꝛophet alſo 4 could well haue ſetled his 
choice in one ofthe other. The in ward grace that was giuen 
withall, was the · Spirit of the Lozd which then came vpon 

bim, and wherewith, from that day fozward, he was endewed. 
Pow effectuallp God did commend him to others, map like- 
wile „ fo2 that ſhoztly after he wought fozth of him 
ſame benefit vnco others: and in others likewiſe a ſpe: 
ciall fauour to him againe, The benefit that it pleaſed God to 
wozkefozth of him vnta others, vid partly reſpect Saul himſelf: 
ly d whole hoaſt of Iſrael. That which reſpecech Saul

nemie to the people of Gov, and to their religion; and ſo-conft- 
dent in himſeike and his companie, that de; defied the hoaſt of ; ,, 1. 4 
Iſrael, and God himſelfe. {is compante alſo might well be ter: 
rible to the people of Iſrael, both becauſe that they allo were na⸗ 
turall enemies, both to themſelues, and to the truth that they 
p2ofeſſed : and ſometimes befoze had the childzen of Iſrael in 
ſtrong ſubiection. The childzen of Iſrael were ſo afraid of hint, | 
that k they did not only feare toencounterhimzbucalſh bank x 1 11.24. 
alive at his pzeſence fo} verit feare; How notably David deliue 
red the people from theſe their enemies, map likewiſe appeare, 
not only in that which he din. but alſo in the maner ol doing it. 
That which he did, was, that he deſtroyed! that —— 117.40. $t- 
monſter Goliath: and all ſtroke ſuch aterroz into the 
hearts ot all the other Philiſtims, that fozthwith w they turned 17. fl. 
their backs, and fled. His maner of doing the ſame was notable, 
both foꝛ vndertaking the attempt at the firſt; and afterward in 
the perfozmance of it, In his vndertaking of it at the firſt, we 
are to conſiver, how ſtrong temptation he — 
whereby notwithſtanding he concetued vndaubted hope to pꝛe⸗ 
uaile.

In his bꝛother Eliab he kound n himſelfe reuiled and 
diſdained in plentifull meaſure, only foz that he did fo much as 
talke of the matter: in Saul likewiſe o his attempt condemned, 
as altogether impoſſible, fo him to bzing to any good pzoofe, 
The thing whereby he ſtrengthned himſelf againſt theſe temp- 
tations was an inuincible faith v vpon the experience of Gods 


goodnes towards him, in two ſuch like attempts befo2e, In his 


perfozmance of it we ſe likewile, that he notably behaued him- 
ſelfe both in his pꝛeparation towards it: and in the execution it 
ſelfe,when he came vnto it. In his pꝛeparation we ſee, that he 
q refuſed Sauls armour, and all the o2vinarte furniture of war, 
and tune vnto him but only his : Sling, and a fewe ſtones fo2 
the ſame, In the execution it ſelfe we plainly ſee, that firſt: he 
did notably ſ rebuke the inſolencie and pꝛide of that mighty 
ant, and then though he had no other weapon but only his 
— vn did her haſten with maruelous courage to encoun⸗ 
ter 


foꝛth in others to him againe, was partly found in the firſt be⸗ 
nelit that redounded to Saul alone: but much better in this chat 
redounded to all, In his firſt benefit that redounded to Saul a- 


lone, we find thus much, both that he did a loue him verie well, 


t crane there withall good tokens of it: one, that hex made him 
his harnes · bearer, the other, that he ſent to his father to haue 
him till (though = as it ſeemeth, David taried not long there.) 
In his latter that redounded to all, we find that God pꝛocured 
him fauour, both with certaine ſpeciall perſons, and with the 
whole multitude alſo, Thoſe ſpectall perſons were, Saul him. 
ſelfe, and two of his childzen, In Saul we find, that * now he 
would ſufferhim to returne no'moze vnto his father: aud that 
b hoth he vſed him in diuers ok his affaires, and ſet him ouer his 
men of war, Thoſe two childꝛen of Saul, in whoſe hearts God 
had wzought foꝛth a fauourto Dauid, were Jonathan his ſon, 
and Michal his daughter. In Jonathan was wꝛought a verie 
ular and rare good will: inſomuch that he is aid, not one 
Ip to loue David as his /owne ſaule, but alſo to haue expꝛeſſed 
the ſame by notable tokens, One was, that he < made a coue⸗

him. That ſpeciall fauour that it pleaſed God to mozke' 
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nant wich him; and that of lone : the other, that he*twke from 12. 
his owne bodie, and beſtowed on him, both abfliments of ho- 
- nour , and furniture to the field likewiſe, In Michal likewiſe 
was wzought ſuch good will, that both at the firſt hefloued e,, 0. 
him, as one whom ſhe would be glad to make her huſband(that 
ſo wheras Saul s befoze had pꝛomiſed to giue one oł his daugh» 517.23. 
ters in mariage to him that ſhould flap Goliath, now he might 
the better perkoꝛme it, and David might thereby haue a readier 
way to that whereunto God had called him a little befoze ) and 
h after ſaued his life likewiſe. In the multitude we alſo 
not only that they thought very well of him fo2 this his victo- 
rie:but alſo that they did the like of his otherbehauiour beſives, 
in ſuch things as were now at the firſt commended vnto him. 
Foz this is his victoꝛie i they do not only welcome him home in 118.6. 
very good manner, out of all their cities, and with their inſtru⸗ 
ſtuments ofmuſick:but alſo k rightly appoztion the commenida: & 187. 
tion thereof, yeelding to Saul, the ozdinary power, the pzapſe of 
one thouſand;but vnto David, oꝛ to the extraozbinary guodnes 
of God, no leſſe than ten thouſand, And as foꝛ his other beha⸗ 
ufour likewiſe, in all ſuch things wherein it-pleaſed Saul toim- 
plophim,! it is alſo recoꝛded, that he was n pe. 118.3. 
ſtermed in the ſight ok all the people: and, that is moꝛtk, euen in 
the ſight of Sauls ſeruants alſo. | 
3 Whetherche Lozdhane in like ſoꝛt dealt in theſe dayes 
ours, is now to bee ſeene: that is, whether in ſuch ſozthe hath like thing is in 
bzought in any Dayid (vponthe want that is found in others) adele dude 
as that by the nature and courſe or his dealing therein, we map alte oktde 
hope to ſee the ſame David, to be by him not only aduaunced, Goſpell like- 
but eſtabliſhed alſo fo euer. Concerning which it is moſt cer- wiſe. * 
teyne, that intheſe dayes alſohe hath begun to aduance ſuch a 
David, and ſo fitly agreeing to the patterne that is here ſet 
downe, as that wee may vpon good ground looke to ſee the full 
accompliſhmentthereofinhis gdod time; Fo2 whereas Chaiſt 
and his Goſpell can in no wiſe bee parted, and ſeeing that the 
Goſpell is the ſcepter o his kingdome here on earth, whatſoe- 
uer wiſedothe and power of God we linde in the manner ol Da. 
vids aduancement, lake by what right _ urn the 
5 3 ame 
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ume from David vnto the perſon of Chꝛiſt, as from the figure 
vnto the trueth , by as god right may wee tranſlate it vnto the 
Goſpell likewiſe ; the only Scepter ol his kingdome on earth, 
Firſt cherefoze nerdes muſt it alſo be ſo inſeperably annexed vn- 
to the gouernment that was pꝛomiſed to the tribe of ludah, 
that by vertue ol the pꝛomiſe made vnto it, wee may looke foꝛ 
the atcompliſhment in this ltkewile, And it may be, that foz that 
- cauſe eſpeciallp God hath foꝛ ſo long a time (in the late power 
ol darkneiſſe) inured Chꝛiſtendome vnto ſs baſe and hard a ga⸗ 


uernment (much woꝛſe then was that ſame of Saules) that ſo 


the lawfull, and moſt bleſſed regiment of the Goſpel(otherwiſe 
 trkſomecofleſh and blood ) might be moze welcome, not only to 
che childꝛen of God, but euen to the common multitude alſo.

map be allo, that ſeeing that Pzinces haue gouerned ſo ill, as 
fo: the moſt part they haue al done (few of them ſo tollerably as 
did King Saul) therefoze the Loꝛd doch now begin to adnance 
the Goſpell, that ſo thoſe godleſſe and careles Pꝛinces may bet⸗ 
ter ſee what their gouernment was, that now by che Golpell 
they finde to bee ſo playnlie called vnto the checke, and in many 
things ſo ſharply repzoued, and ſo flatly condemned likewiſe, | 
Fox it is meete, that if the caſting away of Saul will not ſerue 
to bee a warning vnto them, then that they, and their gouern⸗ 
ment alſo ſhould be remwued, ſo farre as is nedfull, chat they be 
no hinderance to the Goſpell of Chꝛiſt. In the outward an« 
nopnting , that the Goſpell hath had in theſe dayes of ours, 
though wee denie not but great fault is found: pet in effect is it 
none other, but ſuch as was in Davids alſo, Fo? if they ſap, that 
the Solpell (with vs) was not at the firſt receiued by any pub⸗ 
like conſent of all: no moꝛe mas it at the beginning in the time 
of Chꝛiſt and his Apoſtles; neither had David at the firſt any 
ſuch annoynting. Ik they ſap, that the wiſer and greater ſozt 
made but little reckoning ok it, and had better liking to their 
owne pꝛoleſſion: vet therein allo they alleage nothing els, but 
the ſame that befoꝛe we did ſee, to be the poꝛtion of David like- 
wile, And ſeeing that the Goſpell now, hach the in ward teſti⸗ 
monie ofthe ſpirit in fo plentifull meaſure(fo2 that now alſo the 
blind do ſee;che deaffe do heare, the lame do go, the ſicke are cu- 
* red, 
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red, the dead are rapſed, and ſuch like; and the ſame, not only in 
particular perſons, and ſeuerall congregations , but in whole 
a e Ring domes likewiſe) ſuch petite 
uarels about the outward annoynting, can be no great matter, 
when as the outward is by the inward ſo thzoughly confirmed, 
But to make it moꝛe out of doubt, may we not ſee (if wee looke 
well about vs)that God hath made a way to the Golpell , even 
as befoꝛe he did bnto David > And though his wiſedomeand 
power be infinite, and ſo he were able to deuiſe and vſemanp o⸗ 
ther wayes whatſoeuer : yet may we not ſee, that he hath done 
it in the (elf ſame maner, that he vſed foꝛ David befoꝛeʒ that ſo 
by the fozmer, we might the ſoner acknowledg his hand in the 
latter Fo? ſirſt we may ſee, that by the Goſpell hee hath beſto⸗ Hoy benefi⸗ 
wed great benefits on many: and namely ſuch, as it pleaſed him ciall ide Go- 
bythe hands of David to beſtowe vpon others.

hath coupled all the Saints together in one? And in what man- 
ner oꝛ meaſure ſoener the euill ſpirit departed from Saul, and 
gaue him ſome reſpit , whenſoeuer David plaped on his Harpe 
vnto him: ſure wee are, that when as nowthe ſonne of David 
plapeth on his inſtrument vnto vs by the pꝛeaching of the Gol: 
pell , wee haue not only a great refreſhing in our in ward man, 
but alſo are cleane rid of many euill ſpirits that befoze did much 
moleſt vs. The ſeruants of Saul taking his maladie to be but 
naturall, thought of no other helpe but naturall alſo: yet did it 
pleaſe the goodnes of God, to bleſſe the naturall helpe that they 
ſought, with ſupernatural operation. So now likewile, though 
many that know not their owne eſtate, giue eare to the Soſpell 
but only in ſome earthly reſpects: vet thole alſo oftimes are 
vouchſafed an extraozdinaxie and ſpeciall bleſſing thereby, ac-

earthly helpe whatſoeuer: vpon aſſurance of ſuch like matters 


great deale( as his Cauoniſtes ſay; and vſurpation, wee knowe 
hath bꝛought him vnto) then the greateſt of the great men ofthe 
earth: his furniture likewiſe, ſtrong, and fearefull: a naturall e⸗ 
nemie to the people of God, and to God himſelfe: his mouth 
ſpeaking pꝛoud and cruell things agaynſt God and his people: 
comming into the ſteld with a mightie armie, all enemies vnto 
the Trueth, and to all the pꝛokeſſoꝛs of it: ſuch: as heretofoze 
haue had the people of God in great ſubiectian : of whom alſo 
the childzen of Iſrael haue been ſo afrayd, that they durſt not a⸗ 


them al hauing the heart to encounter with that ſtrong & migh- 
tie Giant, ſo fearfully armed, and bluftering out ſo terrible ſpea⸗ 
ches. But now we alſo( God be pꝛayſed) haue our David in the 
power ot the Goſpell , chat Jeſus Chꝛiſt (the ſonne of David) 
bath now in theſe dayes ſent vnto vs, When our bꝛethꝛen dil- 
dayned to heare vs talke of any ſuch matter; when the wiſer ſoꝛt 
thought it impoſſible ; without Saules armour, without any 


befoze atchieued, with a fling # a ſtone, is Goliath with great 
courage incountered, and with as good ſucteſſe, in a manner 
cleane ouerthꝛowne, even when the attempt was either diſtru⸗ 
ſted, oꝛ ſcoꝛned ok all. The reſidue alſo of thoſe godleſſe and ido⸗ 
latrous Philiſtims, ſeeing their champion ſo little able to ſtand 
before David; are likewiſe diſcomfited, and ſeeke to ſaue them 
ſelues by flight, ſo well as they tan. The fauours alſo, that by 
the goodneſle ol God are ſhewed, to the Goſpell, and to thoſe 
that pꝛokeſſe it, are nat inferiour to thoſe that were (as befoze is 
declared)ſhewed to David. Foꝝ ( God be thanked) there be di⸗ 
uers euen of our earthly Pꝛinces (ſuch as are no better then 
Saul) chat ſeeing the dignitie and mightie wozking of the — 


ſpe of Ch in thele vapes of outs, areſotaken with the ma⸗ 


pwofeſſe it alſo, as much as Saul at thatrime loued David, and 
that was, as the text ſayth, very well: and, to confirme the ſame 
the better, both deſire to retepne it ſtill; and beſtowe honoꝛable 
romes, aud of ſpeciall credit, on thoſe that pꝛokeſſe it. Some 
Ionathans alſo, and godly Pꝛinces we haue beſides, that loue 
the Goſpell moſt entirely:and, foꝛ the Goſpels ſake, and foz the 
loue that they beare thereunto, do gladly make acouenant with 
it, and with thoſe that p2ofeſle it; and from their owne backes 
moſt freely beſtom vpon it, and on thoſe that pꝛofeſſe it, both oꝛ⸗ 
naments of honoꝛ, and conuenient furniture likewiſe, Neither 
doth the Goſpell altogether want thoſe Mic hals neither, that 
is, ſuch godly and Chꝛiſtian ſoules, as though they be actoꝛding 
to the fleſh deſcenden of Saul, yet beare they ſo ſpetiall a loue 
vnto David, that both they deſire to bee ioyned together in ma⸗ 
riage wich him: and are readie at al times, as need ſhall require, 
to ſaue the liues of thoſe that are of the Trueth (where ſoeuer 
they come to any ſuch daunger ) how neere ſoeuer they bee vnto 
them, by whom ſuch perſecution is moved; And ſo farre as Mi- 
chals gu will may ſtand in ſtead, in time to come to helpe to 
the kingdome, ſa karre alſo ſhe doth not ſlicke, now to beſtowe 
the ame vpon him. Amongſt the multitude alſo many there be, 
that are heartily glan ta ſee our Philiſtims alſo with their Go- 
liath, to bee ſo much bought dowue as they are; to whom dur 
David in that reſꝑett is merueilous welcome: who alla haue 
learned (9 tu diſtinguiſh, betwixt the ſpeciall 


unta Saule his thouſand alſa, yet vo they euer keepo their ten 
thauband tor David alane. Neither dachey thus ſoleniniʒe only

So are we firſt to conſider of thoſe his afflict- 
ons, and then how it pleaſed God notwithſtanding, at length 
to bzing bim vnto the Ringdome, His afflictions were ſuch 
perſecutions and moleſtations, as it pleaſed Saul to ſtir vp a- 
gainſt him, Concerning which it is to be knowne , that they 
were eſpecially two: whereof the fozmer was finiſhed with a 
reconciliation that was made by Jonathans meanes: the other 
continued ſo long as Saul himſelf did liue. Concerning the fo2- 
mer oftheſe two, we are firſt to \& vpon what occaſion it was 


*raiſed againſt him: and then what was the maner of it. The 


occaſion of it was firſthis owne diſtemperature : then the to- 
wardnes oz likelyhod that David was in, to come to the Ring 
dome, His owne diſtemperature (we map plainely ſer) might 
well be great, not only becauſe the euill ſpirit ofthe Loꝛd = was 
ſent vnto him, and b off did vere him: but alſo foꝛ that we 
ſ& likewile, that < it grerued him much to part with the King⸗ 
dome, And then leſſe marueile, if he were ſo far out oftemper, 
and conſequently ſo rageous withall, when as he did ſa impa⸗ 
tientlp take ſo great a loſſe: and ſometimes alſo was extraoz- 
dinarily vexed by that euill ſpirit, that from the Loꝛd was ſent 
vnta him. The towardnes oz likelihod that David was in, to 
come to the Ringdom, was firſt in that ſentence of God, that 
now it ould be giuen to another: then fox that David was 
likelieſt to be that other that God did ſpeake ol. Foz the text 
doth not ſhew, that he knew as pet of Davids annointing: and, 
betauſe that he neuer ſaid any thing to Samuel about it, no2 oz 
therwiſe maketh any mention of it, it is the moſt likely, that he 
did not knowe ot it. Vet thus much he knew, that 4 Samuel had 
told him twiſe alreadie, that the Loꝛd had caſt him away, and 
nom pꝛouided himſelfe of another: and he might well ſee, that 
David was likelieſt to be that other, both foz that e God had 
wzought ſuch things by him, and koꝛ the * fauour that 2

had gotten, Concerning the maner of this his firlt perſecuti- 
ante ſought by ſecret meanes, to haue taken away the like 
of David: and then he ſet in hand moze openly with it, Se⸗ 


cretly he did attempt, firſt by his owne hands to haue vone it:

his mind, fo to haue executed this miſcheuous purpoſe. A 
wonderfull thing that he ſhould be ſo minded, though he had bin 
fo minded but once: not only tn reſpect of che fact it ſelfe, but 
alſo in reſpect of diuers circumſtances thereunto apperteining, 
The fact it ſelfe muſt needes haue bin wilfullmurther : then the 
which there needed no greater, both to haue conuinced him of 
great iniquitie befsze men, and vtterly to haue caſt himſelfe a: 
wap befoze God, The circumſtances that are, do chiefly apper- 
taine vnto their perſons, but partly alſo vnto the time, The per⸗ 
ſong are two: Saul, and David. Saul being the Ring, and fo 
conſequently being oꝛdeined tobe the mainteiner of equitie,and 
abuckler and ſhteld vnto the oppꝛeſſed, ought not to haue made 
ſuch a fault himſelfe: beſides that at that time, being in one of 
his fits, and ſenſibly keeling the hand of God vpon him foz his 
fozmer ſinnes , he ſhould rather haue vſed it to his further a- 
mendment, then lo to take the aduantage ok it, to a further mil: 
chiefe, David was not only innotent, but alſo had (in that verie 
matter foz the which he ſhould haue bin deffroied) deſerued 
marueilous well, both of all generally, foz that he had giuen ſo 
great an ouerthꝛowe vnto the common enimie ok all, andeſpe- 
cially of Saul, becauſe they were, by reaſon of the perſon that he 
ſuſteined, enemies to none ſo much as to him, The time when 
he would haue done this miſchiefe, was the verie next day after 
that they were welcomed home fromthe victoꝛie, the people re⸗ 
ivicing and ſinging vnto chem, that Saul had flaine his thou- 
ſand, and David his ten thouſand ; as vnſeaſonable a time foz 
ſuch a purpole, as could be deniſed, becauſe that as pet the bene: 
tic that he hadreceiued was ſo fr 33 it ought lo to hate fil- 
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led all the powers ol his mind with all thankefull remembꝛãce, 


as that there might haue bin no cozner at all in his heart, where⸗ 
in ſo much as a little ſpark of ſo great vnthankfulnes might find 


23 purpoſe twile, it doth both argue 


his vnthankfulnes and ill d to be ſo much the greater: and 
1 be withall a warning to David not to thinke, chat be« 

e Saul had once failed, whenfirſtheattempted to do him 
that milchiefe, he would neuer foz ſhame attempt it againe. 
When this way failed, he then thought god, that it ſhoula be 
done by the Philiſtims: his hand now ſhould not be-vpon him. 
And that by j Philiſtims it might better be done, he both gaue 
him the charge of a thouſaud men, and would needes k ſet him 
foozth one of his daughters in mariage alſo, In giuing him 


charge ouer ſuch a band of ſouldiers, he would ſeeme, not only 


to put him in truſt, but allo to ſeeke his pꝛeterment and 


nour:

ciall fauour to David, and, in the ouerthzom of the enemp, 
chiefly to reſpect the cauſe of religion, The fozmer ofthem is 
plaine inongh in it ſelfe, The latter allo doth plainly appeare, 
foꝛ that he voth not require their heads,o2 other parts, but onlp.

made ſome triall of choſe ſecret pzactiſes,, and found that they 
neuer tame to any ſuch pꝛwſe, as he deſired (but on þ other ſive.

of theirs alſo... For firſt as touching che occaſion of it, nat only chen

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David: but theſe alſo, out ofthe ſelf ſame ſolicitation, come fozth 
with many of their perſecutions agaynſt the Goſpell . 5 
though by the common coꝛruption of nature themſelues alſo 
are bent agaynſt it, euen of themſelues, without the ſolicitation 
02 helpe ok an other: pet after that themſelues axe diſpoſed ſtill 
——— rgruptivn of theirs (refuſing the Goſpell, by 
which they ſhould be begotten agayne the childzen of God) it is 
molt certeyne, chat they cannot bee alone in any ſuch action of 
theirs as this, Foꝛ he that goeth about like a rozing Lion,ſee- 
king whom he map deuoure , finding them ſo fit inſtruments 
ko his purpoſe, to 9 — courſe of the Goſpell, aud to mo⸗ 
leſt the pzofeſſo2s thereof, will ſwne bee with them, and hutrie

voſſeſſed theſe Saules of ours. Neither is it only by chis euill 
liritof the Loyd, that theſe Saules of ours welo re out of 
temper : but foz that it grerueth them alſo to part with their 
kingdome, Not that the Goſpell doth any way meddle in the 
diſpoſing of earthly kingdomes, oꝛ to encomber the title of any 
(whether it be by deſtent, oz election; ok one, oz mo; 02 whatſoe⸗ 
uer other foꝛme their Kate may haue:) but fo2 that it calleth to 
account their maner of gouernment, and ſometime vrgeth them 
to make a plaine alteration of it. Fox commonly it findeth the 
Pꝛinces of the woꝛld ſo farre out of oꝛder in their maner ok go⸗ 
uernment (in matters of religion very often: and ſometimes in 
ſuch things alſo as do conterne their ciuill eſtate)that it cannot 
but ſtrongly vrge them to make alteration therein. So farre 
there foꝛe as they are wedded vnto their coꝛrupt manner of go⸗ 
uerninent , and ſo karre as they account their kingdomes and 
ſtates to and therby:ſo farre alſomay they ſtand in ſome doubt 
of their kingdomes by reaſon of the Golpell, and feare that it 
will moleſt them therein. And then is it ( in this reſpect alſo) no 
great merueile, if many of them beſo ill minded towards the

ſide,as the towardlineſſe of David was one ofthe matters that 
fo much did whet Saul agaynſt him: ſo ac this day allo it is not 
the leaſt, that mouech Ptinces to bee ſo greeupus agapuſt the 
Goſpell,becauſe they ſee that it is ſo likely to pyeuaple as it is. 
Fox they ſee well enough that the Goſpell-hath: the ſelfe ſame 
likelihoods to pꝛeuaple that David had. :Fo2 as touching that 
manner of gouernment which woꝛzldly Pꝛinces haue ſet vp of 
themſelues, but not agreeable to the woꝛd of God the text itſelf 

a doth plainly witneſſe(nioze olten then twile) that it muſt be re. 1.2 1.8 
moued, and a better bꝛought in, in the place thereof, And that it Kae 4.

thers, how little in ſuch caſe they are to be truſted. But when 
themſelues are not able ſo to perfozme their ſecret intents then 
will they ſeeme buſily to feeke the pꝛeferment of thoſe, whom 
they would haue ſo fapne diſpatched: then muſt they bee put in 
ſome fpeciall cruſt ; then muſt there bee treatie of ſome ſpeciall 
mariage , Which things are ſo cleare in themſelues, that wee 
neede not take any paynes to ſhewe them:this only ſhalbe ſuifft 
tient foz vs, ta knome what they meane, when any of that ſozt, 
do offer ſuch fauoura to any of vs. Our ſelues may pet very well 
remember (and cannot foꝛget it, would we neuer ſo fayne) what 
hurt the cauſe of religion ſuſteyneth by accepting ſuch courte⸗ 
ſies from them. And yet notwithſtanding, as in ſome particular 
caſes the cauſe of religion hath been foz a time hintzed thereby; 
ſo hath it been at othet times (and chat veryolten ) by ſuch kinde 
of dealing notably halpen, though full ſoe agaynſt their wils: 
God, ot his goodneſſe, ſo diſpoling, that the ſame that they had 
layd as a baite 02 ſnare vnto vs, ſhould turne to ſome great ad» 
uantage to the cauſe ofthe Golpell, x withall be a ſnare to thoſe 
— v it, And as Saul would ſeeme in that his pꝛeferment of 
David, not to ſeeke the oterthzowe ofanp, but only of the come 
mon enemie of both: fo hath it been the manner of diners among 


vs, wich ſuch colour to caſt thoſe into daunger, by whom they 
haue ſeene the cauſe ofthe Goſpell to bemaiatepned,To watre 


on the Turke fox the holy land, was wont to bee an old tale to 
ſuth a purpoſe: but chat being knowne vito all, and their deuiſe 
being growne much finer now; they handle their matters ſo 
much mode tunningly, and ſa much the hardlier can bee efpied, 


hereby notwithſtanding themſelnes do finde that they haue Then reh, 


p2euapled ſo little, that as with Saul they haue walked in the 
darke foꝛ a time:ſa do they as readily with him alſo 
into open tyꝛannie. Foz howſoener it be the manner of luch, to 
diſpatch their purpoſes in ſecret, rhe . whenin ark 
(2rhfFcanyoecamero hv en ftheir wicked: **

voc they fall openly in hande there wich, howſoeuer they can 
thinke;that any way is open vnto them. And as Saul gaue a 
moge ſpeciall charge vnto Jonathan ko the execution of that 
matter, and then generally to all his ſeruaunts beſides: ſo theſe 
likewiſe take the ſame courſe, that ſo they map the ſooner attain 
vnto their deſire. They fpectally ſtitre vp all ſuch Tonathans 
as they haue among them, that is, all ſuch,as map ſeeme to bee 
touched any thing nere, with che quarrell that they haue taken 
vponthem: hoping that the neerer that they are touched with 
it, the moꝛe willing and ready they will be. to ioyne with chem in 
this kind of quarrel the beft that they can. And to the end that it 
faile not ta be done, chey in like ſoꝛt giue the ſame charge to all 
their ſeraaunts generally: that howſoener it map fall aut, chat 
ſome. ofthem cannot be induced vnco it, and others may want 
ſuch oppoꝛtunitieg, oz ſuch other meanes as were needefullto 
ſich a purpoſe; yet among ſo many there might euer bee ſome. 
by whome it might bee as fully effected as themſelues coulde 
deſire, Jn which point, the likelihood in this caſe ts fo much the 
greater, as we may ſce, that the commanndement of a Ring 
to due ſuch a matter, is in it ſelle neuer ſo ſtrong, as when there 
is aperſwaſionconceined,that the ſame hath 1 warrant 
from the head ol the church that cannot erre: and beeing done, 
3 thinke, on the behalte ofthe catholicke Church, is not 

onelp allowable, but commendable alſo, and meritoꝛious. 
Punces we muy thinke, may haue their inſtrmities and berea: 
dy ſomtimes, without any cauſe to takeaway ſach;as they are 
'offended withall. But when it is further, not onely warranted, 
litt ſtrong ly alſo vrged by him, that is thought to do all things 
by the onely direction ol Gods holy ſpirite, that tarieth ſuch a 
colour with manp, as that they thinke, they neede no mnze to 
excuſe them fo2 anything, whatſoeuer it bee, euen bekoze the 
. iudgement ſeat ok God himſelſfſee.

Fon Saul mut needes perceiue 
thereby, that as that victoꝛy was honourable vnto him ſo muſt 
it make him the ſtronger alſo, That the returne of the evill ſpi⸗ 
rice of the L ond vnto him againe,was an other paxt of the occa- 
lion alſo,may likewiſe appeare,foz that it followeth;ynmedlac- 
Iy after, ( and befoze that any thing is noted of che maner of this 
perſecution) char the euil ſptrit of the Loꝛd was vyon him, af * 19.9. 
ſuch time, as when he firſt began this perſecution, Ag touching 
the maner of it it is to be knawne, chat euen as firſt he went a⸗ 
bout to do it in ſecret, aſterward gpeny: euen (a now alſa hee 
ſtill obſerueth the ſame courſe. In his ſecret pꝛactiſing ofit, we $ccreay fi. 
ate to note, that firſt himſeife purſueth avid; ang chencealing 

ko a time from that purſuit, awaiteth when David, by the opaz; 

tunitie of a ſpecial time, ſhould vn wittingly come into his hands 

of his own accoꝛd.Mimſelte pur ſueth him, fſirſt at hand:and then 
ſomewhat further of a ſunder. At hand he did it, as befozeg when 

< David was playing on his inſttument, ſomething to taſe him < 1 9.9.10. 
of thoſe his paſſions: at which time Saul was ſecretin determi - 
ned with himlelfe, with his Jaueling that he had in his hande, 
ſuddenly ta haue ſtroken him vnto the wallz and came ſo neere 
to the effecting ol his purpoſe, that he ſtroke at him, x {mote his 
ſpeare into the wall where David ſate. Some what further of 
he did it, immediatly after, when as David hertupon did fler, 

to ſaue himſelt and that he did fir hy cextaine meli SAND 4 19.11.17. 
then by himſelf, By meſlengeta he purſued him wile; 4 firſt to 
ſoone after < to Naioth in Rt ras r = 
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he was fapneto leaue his own houſe to ſaue his life. In the fo1- 
mer ok theſe his purſuites of David, by his meſſengers;he doth 
plainiy ſhew him ſelfe to be egerly bent to haue his life, both by 
his dealing with thoſe his meſſengers, ſo long as he ſtoode in 
hope to obtapne the pꝛay hee deſired ; and by his dealing with 
Michal his daughter, Davids wife, after that he ſaw he was el: 
caped. That dealing ok his with thoſe his meſlengers, that con⸗ 


uninteth him to bee greedily bent to haue his life, reſleth in two 
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Pincipaltpoints: firſt that f he gaue them charge co kill him, 
when as he knew not how he bimſelfe might be abletoreache 
diem then, when they bjought him woꝛd that hee was in his bed 
icke chats he ſent them agalne to ſee him, and to bzing him a- 
wap bed and all, that he might flay him. His dealing wich Mi- 
chal refteth likewiſe in theſe two pointes: that h hee rebuketh 
her fo ſending him away, and counteth himſelfe mocked ther ⸗ 
in. And yet. both ſhe was his owne daughter: and now allo gt- 
uen by himſelfe in mariage to David, Df which two conſide⸗

And as Saul, when he ſaw thut he did no gov in pur⸗ 
ſuing of him, withdzew himſelfe foꝛ a time, to await 
oppoztunitte, as that David might of himſelfe haue falne into 
his hands, and foz that purpoſe ſtoke not to take a time appoin⸗ 
ted to ſpectall deuotion, to to accompliſh his bloudie enterpꝛiſe:

Jnſomuch that not their owne retinue tan be vold 
bf this ſaſpition, but that they alſo conſpire againſt them, vn⸗ 
leſſe they be euer whiſpering in their eares whatſoever nangh- 


tines they can deuiſe, both againſt the truth it ſelfe, and againſt 


the pꝛofeſſoꝛs of it. But as foz the Pꝛieſts ot the Loꝛd, they are 
euer ſure to pay fo it, whenſoeuer any quarell can be pꝛetenden 
againſt them: no regard being had of the multitude, noꝛ ol ſuch 
as are innocent among them, noꝛ bow tust any thing they 
haue done might be excuſed: noꝛ how flender an actulation (ei- 
ther in reſpea of the partie, oꝛ thing it ſelfe) is ought againſt 
them. In what caſe they were in his time, how paye and needy; 
he little regarded: and it may be, he did not ſo much as knowe 
it neither. And yet muſt it uteds be verie àpparant, when as A-

Ik he be in a walled Citie, he is koꝛthwith hut vp in their 
bands, and then muſt they make all the haſt that they can, that 
they leeſe not ſuch an oppoꝛtunitie as it. All god deſerts mult 
then be foꝛgotten, and either muſt the Loꝛds of Keilah falſly be⸗ 
tray him that ſaued them and their Citie, and treacherouſly de⸗ 
liner him vp to the hands ot his enemies, oꝛ caſt their Citie, and 
themſelues withall, into the perill of pꝛeſent deſtruction, Saul 
being ſo furtoufly bent as he was. Ik we wote not what is be⸗ 
come ok him, pet muſt he be fought fo2 euery day, that ſo in this 
matter we leeſe no time, but ſo little as map be. If any get 
knowledge where he haunteth, and how we may come to ob: 
* teine our deſired pꝛap, then are they the bleſſed of the Lozd, and 
they foꝛſoth haue compaſſion on vs: and though they be ſuch 
as could not detect him, but that withall they mult condemne 
themſelues to be naught ; and to betray the godly, and iuſt, pet 
muſt ſuch treachery be couered ouer with ſo goodly a name. And 
if once we be in the chate, and neere to our pzap, hardly can any 
thing turne vs aſide whatſoeuer it be. Neither doth it any thing 
auaile, though David witnes plainly inough his owne integri⸗ 
tie, though our ſelues haue neuer ſo good experience of it, and 
though fo a time our hearts do bzeake, and teares guſh out, to 
thinke how vnkindly we haue gone about to take away the life 
of him, that ſo faithfully hach pꝛeſerued ours. It is no moꝛe but 
à mozning clowd: and we can no ſwner heare of anp other op- 
poꝛtunitie offered, but by and by we returne to our foꝛmer bent, 
and perſecute David as freſhly againe as euer we did.

Goſpell et Chyiſt. It is very true. that toʒ the moſt patt) uf baſe 
mindes little good may be loked fo2 to the kingdom of Chʒiſt: 
and that our beſt hope ( foꝛ ſuch matters) lieth in thole that art 
nroze nobly minded: which alſd, it may be, was a good ſecondas* 
tie cauſe, uhy lo many Capteynes and Souldiers (who fox the

vtterly to deſtroy them all, but now in theſe dapes haue begun 
to fall befoze them, they ſhoulde not nowe bee neare to their 
end, and dayly moze and moze come dswne befoze' thoſe that 
they woulde haue devoured, the inuincible race that is bozne 
a newe, not of cozruptible ſeede, but of incozruptible; che eter 
nall trueth ofthe liuing God? And if wee coulde open but the
